Mr,  Chairman  and  Coimcillors , 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1956. 

The  estimate  by  the  Registrar  General  of  the  Mid-year 
Home  Population  v/as  7,26o,  i.e.  an  increase  by  50  over  that 
of  the  previous  year. 

The  total  nurfoer  of  live-births  v/as  110,  i.e.  10  less 
than  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  equivalent  crude  birth-rate 
was  15«15*  When  this  rate  is  adjusted  by  the  Registrar 
General’s  Comparability  Factor  which  is  based  on  a  standard 
population  v/ith  balanced  age  and  sex  distribution,  it  becomes 
16.51  ;  that  for  England  and  Wales  was  15»9.  The  high  post-v;ar 
rates  have  gradually  declined  to  an  equilibrium  around  15>  where 
they  are  likely  to  remain  stationary. 

The  number  of  still-births  was  3,  giving  a  rate  of  26.55? 
compared  with  that  of  23  for  England  and  Wales.  Adequate 
ante-natal  supervision  and  skilled  obstetric  attention  are  the 
best  safe-guards  in  the  prevention  of  avoidable  still-births. 

There  were  three  infant  deaths  due  to  (1)  Congenital 
heart  disease  (inter-auricular  septal  defect),  (2)  Kernicterus 
and  Prematurity,  and  (3)  Prematurity.  This  latter  is  the 
most  common  cause  of  infant  deaths.  The  equivalent  infant 
mortality  rate  was  27.27,  compared  with  that  of  23.8  for 
England  and  Wales. 

It  should,  however,  be  kept  in  mind  that  these  figures 
are  too  small  to  have  much  statistical  significance,  as  a  small 
increase  or  decrease  would  influence  these  rates  disproportion¬ 
ately. 


There  were  no  maternal  deaths  due  to  pregnancy,  childbirth 
and  abortion.  From  the  beginning  of  this  Century  until  1936, 
there  v/as  an  annual  rate  of  k  of  these  deaths  per  1  ,000  births, 
throughout  the  Country.  Since  1936,  the  rate  has  declined 
due  to  a  com.bination  of  factors;  ^  for  example,  the  introduction 
of  the  sulphonamides  and  the  antibiotics  provided  specific 
treatment  for  Puerperal  Sepsis  which  had  caused  many  maternal 
deaths;  the  Hidwives  Act,  1936,  established  a  domociliary 
midwifery  service,  thereby  increasing  the  number  of  women  attended 
by  midv/ives;  more  beds  in  Hospitals  became  available,  and 
more  specialised  treatment  such  as  the  more  common  use  of  blood 
transfusions . 

The  total  nwnber  of  deaths  from,  all  causes  was  97  (55  male, 

42  female)  and  the  equivalent  crude  death-rate  v/as  13.36; 
when  adjusted  by  the  Registrar  General’s  Comparability  Factor, 
as  for  births,  the  rate  becomes  11„89;  that  for  England  and 
Wales  was  11. 7. 

The  chief  cause  of  deaths  was  Heart  Diseases  and  related 
circulatory  or  Vascular  Diseases,  the  majority  of  which  were 
amongst  the  aged. 

A  notable  exception,  hov/ever,  is  Disease  of  the  Coronary 
Artery  of  the  Heart,  which  is  increasing  in  incidence  throughout 
the  Country;  nine  deaths  occurred  from  this  cause,  4  male 
and  5  female;  the  ages  at  death  were  59,  60,  6l ,  64,  65,  67, 

74,  77  and  77  years.  The  hypothesis  that  it  is  a  stress  illness 
associated  with  the  increasingly  competitive  nature  of  modern 
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existence  together  with  excessive  smoking  has  many  advocates. 

As  usual,  the  second  highest  cause  of  deaths  v/as  Cancer, 
notwithstanding  the  great  progress  of  modern  surgery  and  radio¬ 
therapy,  Common  factors  in  late  diagnosis  are  the  insidious 
nature  of  the  disease  and  procrastination  by  patients  in  seeking 
medical  advice. 

Cancer  of  the  lung  caused  8  of  those  deaths,  notably 
all  in  men.  The  ages  at  death  •yere  49,  56,  57 >  64,  70,  74  and 

86  years.  The  question  of  its  relationship  v/ith  smoking  is 
causing  much  anxiety.  As  v/ith  coronary  thrombosis,  it  has 
increased  noticeablj^  v/ithin  the  past  25  years,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  that  the  excessive  inhalation  of  tobacco  smoke,  particularly 
in  combination  with  vitiated  atviospheres ,  is  harmful  to  lung  tissue, 
apart  from  the  potential  risk  of  malignant  changes  becoming 
superimposed. 

The  other  causes  of  death  v/ere  miscellaneous  and  there  was 
no  unu.sual  incidence. 

There  was  no  death  due  to  the  Infectious  Diseases. 

One  case  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  (an  adult)  was  notified.  The 
infection  was  not  acquired  in  the  District  and  there  were  no 
secondary  cases.  There  is  firm  ground  for  hope  that  the  modern 
vaccines  v/ill  induce  sufficient  immiunity  to  prevent  the  onset 
of  paralyses. 

Only  five  cases  of  I/hooping  Cough  v/ere  notified.  There  is 
also  firm  ground  for  hope  that  the  modern  vaccines  will  effectively 
prevent  this  disease  -  there,  is  no  other  effective  method.  These 
vaccines  will  be  available  at  the  County  Council  Child  Welfare 
Clinics  in  1957  -  58,  in  addition  to  these  available  through  the 
family  Doctor. 

There  was  no  epidemic  of  measles  during  the  3/ear  -  this  usually 
occurs  every  second  year  when  there  is  a  sufficient  number  of 
susceptible  children.  0nl3?’  seven  cases  v/ere  notified.  There  is 
no  effective  method  of  preventing  the  spread  of  this  disease,  but 
fortunately  the  disease  per  se  is  not  serious  ir.  these  days,  apart 
from  occasional  secondar3r  broncho-pneumonia  which  is  the  chief 
com.plication. 

Three  sporadic  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified.  In  its 
present  phase  this  is  a  j.iild  disease,  compared  v/ith  the  virulence 
of  the  organism  in  the  previous  Century.  Specific  treatment 
by  the  Sulphonamiides  and  Antibiotics  has  largely  replaced  the  use 
of  antitoxin  therapy  and  most  children  are  now  treated  at  home. 

Occasionallj^  small  outbreaks  occur  in  schools  when  the 
carrier  rate  becomes  high.  As  re^gards  prevention,  it  is  a  wise 
precaution  to  ensure  that  no  school  child  who  has  been  suffering 
from  the  illness  should  return  to  school  until  sv/abs  taken  from 
nose  and  throat  are  negative.  Usually  nasal  carriers  are  the 
focus  of  infection. 

There  were  two  case.s  of  Sonne  D3^senter.y,  in  its  present 
phase,  this  is  usuall}/  a  mild  disease,  causing  diarrhoea,  for 
several  daw/s  onl3^,  with  or  without  blood  in  the  stools,  which  is 
a  characteristic  feature  of  /.he  more  severe  forms.  Commonly, 
the  patient  is  not  sufficiently  ill  to  require  medical  advice  and  in 
consequence,  there  is  a  large  number  of  carriers  of  the  organism. 

The  treatment  of  carriers  b3'-  appropriate  antibiotics  is  often 
prolonged  and  therefore  expensive  and  would  seem  to  be  indicated 
only  when  the  patient  is  concerned  with  food  preparation.  The 
disease  is  spread  from  infected  faeces  and  would  be  easily 
preventable  if  strict  personal  and  environmental  hvogiene  were 
practiced;  in  this  respect,  the  toilet  facilities  in  Schools 
and  Canteens  should  be  maintained  in  a  condition  of  scrupulous 
cleanliness. 
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One  case  of  Erysipelas  v/as  notified.  This  infection  of  the 
shin  is  caused  by  the  same  organism  as  that  v/hich  causes  ocarlet 
Fever  and  was  formerly  a  very  serious  disease,  frequently  ending 
in  death.  Although  the  disease  would  still  be  serious,  if 
untreated,  treatm  nt  by  the  Sulphonamides  and/or  Antibiotics  is 
invariably  specific. 


Also,  only  one  case  of  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia  was  notified. 
As  secondary  Pneumonias  are  not  notifiable,  the  actual 
of  Pieuinonias  is  not  Imown..  There  v/ere  two  deaths, 
however,  is  successful  in  the  majority  of  cases,  if  the

causing  the  Pneumonia  is  sensitive  to  the  Sulphonaiaides 


organism 
or  Antibiotics. 


There  were  no  other  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease. 


The  introduction  of  the  Sulphonamides  in  "1936  and  of  Penicillin 
in  1941  and  of  other  subsequent  powerful  antibiotics,  has 
revolutionised  the  treatment  of  the  bacterial  infectious  diseases; 
for  example,  these  which  cause  Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid  Fevers, 
Dysentery,  Food  Poisoning,  Pneuiiionia,  Ivieningit is ,  Scarlet  Fever, 
Erysipelas,  Puerperal  Sepsis  and  Staphylococcal  infections. 

The  virus  diseases,  cause  the  greater  problem  to-day,  but 
there  is  firm  ground  for  hope  that  the  Poliomyelitis  virus,  which 
is  the  most  formidable,  will  be  effectively  prevented  by  the  new 
vaccines.  Similarly,  probably  the  next  most  formidable  and  the 
cause  of  ¥/inter  epidemics,  that  is  the  virus  of  Influenza  may  in 
the  immediate  future  also  be  prevented  by  vaccines. 

There  are  other  viruses  which  cause  disease  of  the  central 
nervous  system  e.g.  Benign  Aseptic  Meningitis  and  those  which  cause 
disease  of  the  resp'ratory  tract,  e.g.  Atypical  Pneumonias,  Laryngo- 
tracheo-bronchit is  and  throat  and  nasal  infections  with  febrile 
catarrh.  Although  these  infections  are  per  se  not  cormronly 
dangerous  to  life,  thqy cause  much  absenteeism  from  school  and 
employment.  A  virological  service  has  been  established  within 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  to  make  a  special  study  of 
these  viruses. 


Regarding  Tuberculosis,  only  one  new  case  was  notified.  The 
Chest  Physician  for  the  area  is  responsible  for  the  ascertainment  and 
treatment  and  the  investigation  of  the  source  of  infection,  including 
the  examination  of  contacts.  Improved  facilities  for  X-ray 
examination  in  Hospitals,  and  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  are 
invaluable  in  the  detection  of  latent  or  unsuspected  cases,  who 
v/ould  have  become  open  souicces  of  infection  to  others  and  who  can 
have  early  treatment  which  today  is  highly  successful.  In  the 
field  of  prevention,  B.C.G.  vaccination  v/ill  be  offered  in  1957 
to  children  of  1 3  years  of  age,  through  the  agency  of  the  School 
Medical  Service.  Both  in  the  fields  of  prevention  and  treatment 
modern  progress  has  made  rapid  strides,  v/hich  is  reflected 
particularly  in  the  rapidly  d:-jGlining  mortality.  This  Century 
will  probably  see  the  complete  eradication  of  this  once  hopeless 
disease  from  the  Country. 

There  v/as  one  non-respirat ory  new  case  notified  (from 
Hospital)  -  a  woman  of  74  years,  suffering  from  Tuberculous 
Cervical  Glands.  At  one  time  Bovine  Tuberculosis  was  wide¬ 
spread,  usually  caused  by  infected  milk  or  less  commonly  by  meat 
but  controlled  milk  and  meat  inspection  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  are  now  reaching  their  goal. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
thanking  you  for  your  interest  and  assistance  in  the  work  of  the 
Department  and  the  staff  for  their  efficient  co-operation.
